The present schoools were of a 
“satisfactory character’ when Mr, 
Bennett was speaking at Woodstock 
in June last, and they are of a sat- 
isfactory character today. No 
change has been made in them since 
that date, and yet, Mr. Bennett is 
now rushing frantically up and down 
the country, stating that the schools 
are not of a “satisfactory character” 
and raving about “fetters” and “shac- 
kles” and “posterity.” 

Mr. Bennett, it will be observed, 
told the Woodstock people that the 
“satisfactory character” of the 
achools in the West was owing “to 
the regulations and these might be 
changed tomorrow.” ‘Well, and sup- 
pose the regulations could be chang- 
ed. as Mr. Bennett said, who had the 
power to change them ? At that 
particular time, Mr. Yaultain, Mr. 
Bennett’s fidus achates, was Premier
